It 
was easy for her to get to the front and continually 
increase the margin by which she led.

The mare was away 
flying, hut Ed Cudihee caught her at the three- 
eighths post. They turned into the stretch on 
practically even terms and then the Isiys set down 
to the hardest kind of a drive, with the result 
that Scarlet Oaks shoved her head in front at 
tho finish. 

Toastmaster won tho third race from a fair band 
in which Patsy Mack should have been victor with 
stronger riding. Tube Ramsey, the owner of the 
winner, claimed Patsy Mack out of the race. 

Eddie Martin made his reappearance in the saddle 
with Ethel Welles, in the second race, but was not 
fortunate in getting the mare away. Van Horn 
repeated his last race to win easily in this contest. 

There was an unusually strong wind up the 
hack stretch, which impeded the runners to a cer- 
tain extent.

OLD-TIME LONG-DISTANCE RACES. 

It is interesting to recall some of the old-time 
long-distance races. In former days, however, speed 
was not regarded as of so much importance, and we 
find a writer inquiring, in ante bellum days: “Who 

remembers the time of many of the best horses of 
England and America? Florizel and Monarch were 
so superior to all competitors as never to be put to 
their s'H*ed by any of them. In England, by handi- 
capping, putting heavier weights on the best horses 
to produce an equality, the inferior ones most fre- 
quently win, and with light weights they make 
faster races than their superiors.” Following are 
some of the long ago four-mile races: 

Ik* comte, three years eleven months old, carrying 
89 pounds, beating Lexington, on the Metairie 
course, near New Orleans, in 7:26 — 7:38%. 

Fashion, five years old, 114 pounds, beating Bos- 
ton. aged, 126 pounds, on the Union course, near 
New York City, Long Island, in 7:32% — 7:45. 

Tally-ho, four years six months old, 104 pounds, 
ou the same course, beating Boston and Free Trade 
in 7-33 — 7:43—7:52 — 8:10. Free Trade, winner of 

the first beat, was distanced in the second. 

Eclipse, aged, 126 pounds, beating Henry, four 
years old, 108 pounds, same course. Henry, winner 
of the first heat in 7:37% — 7:49—8:24. 

Dick Doty, four yean six months old, 100 pounds, 



beating Little Flea and others, at Lexington, Ky., in 
7:37%— 7:46%. 

Red Eye, seven years old, 124 pounds, beating 
Nina at Broad Rock course — 100 and more feet over 
a mile, near Richmond, Va„ Nina winning the sec- 
ond heat in 7:40 — 7:46% — 7:49. 

Red Eye, aged, 124 pounds, beating One-Eyed Joe, 
winner of the first heat, and Fanny Fern, at Balti- 
more, in 7:43—7:45 — 8:24. Red Eye had previously 
beaten .Joe in two and three-mile heats. 



CURRENT NOTES OF THE TURF. 

Frank Regan, contrary to usual custom, will 
winter his string of horses at Gravesend. He says 
he will feel lonesome away from a winter racing 
resort. 

When asked wliy Polycrates did not make a 
better showing in the Caulfield Cup, jockey M. Con- 
nell replied: “He did not race kindly, for one 

thing, and was not fast enough, for another.” The 
latter reason fits the cap to a number of starters 
in other events. 

Joseph W. Bailey, one-time United States Senator 
and owner of Guy Axworth.v and other noted light - 
harness performers, has deserted the trotter for the 
thoroughbred. Mr. Bailey will Isitli breed and race 
runners. At the last sale of thoroughbreds in I^ex- 
ington, Ky., he was a liberal buyer of broodmares 
and weanlings. 

In Australia Carbine just missed the Victoria 
Derby, but his sons, Wallace and Andante, were 
successful. In turn Wallace lias lieen successfully 
represented in that, race by his sons, F. J. A., 
Mountain King, Wolawa and Patrobas, and his 
daughters. Lady Wallace and Wilari. No other 
sire approaches Wallace’s Victoria Derby record, 
the nearest to him lieing The Premier, Boiardo and 
Fisherman, with three winners each. 

From Austria-Hungary comes word that next 
year tiie bar against foreign joekeys, tiiat lias 
prevailed during the past season, is to be lifted. 
Only Austrian, Hungarian and German jockeys were 
given licenses to ride this year, but the lack of 
g<H>d jockeys, and at times jockeys of any kind, 
has been so great that the racing promoters feel 
it will be necessary to admit neutral riders here- 
after. 

The accident to Foxhall P. Keene, Tuesday, is 
not the first which Mr. Keene has met in his 
career as a horseman. In April, 1902, he was se- 
verely injured while riding with the Melton -Mow - 
brny pack when his mount stumbled at an awkward 
fence with a ditch in front. Before that, in 

January, 1892. Mr. Keene fell from his horse while 
riding to hounds in Ireland, and the cables at first 
reported him killed. lie has been in several other 
minor accidents. 

Trainer Tom Bird, who has been associated with 
Captain Presgrave in the training of the horses of 
Lieut. .1. lv. L. Ross of Montreal, after attending 
the burial of the late traintr in Mount Royal 
Cemetery at Montreal, left Tuesday night for 
Salisbury, Md., to take charge of the Ross horses 
and will winter them there, the property being 
under lease till next season. In future years they 
will winter at the Ross farm, near Verclieres, Que- 
bec. and the establishment is taking on extensive 
proportions. 

THOROUGHBRED HORSE SHOW WINNERS. 

Toronto, Out., December 7. — The winning mare 
in the thoroughbred class at the Ontario Winter 
Fair at Guelph on Monday night was E. B. Clan- 
cey’s Carrillou, by Chuctanunda — Toplaslt, and tho 
stallion championship went to James Boviard’s 
Rosturtium, which was bought at a big price by- 
John Greenwood of this city at the close of his 
two-year-old season, but went wrong and never 
again showed his real merit on a race course. 
Carrillon, then owned by George McSweeney, will 
he rememliered as the winner that returned a big 
dividend the first year the mutliel system was in 
operation at Woodbine. She paid $227.30 straight 
and over $100 for the place, and the announcement 
created a great sensation. The scene that followed 
made a profound impression on an Ontario Jockey- 
Club direetor since unfortunately deceased, who 
bad entertained serious doubts about the wisdom 
of introducing the new method, then an absolute 
experiment. He was a witness of the demonstra- 
tion that followed the cashing in of the few tickets 
that had been sold on tlie McSweeney mare, and 
all his doubts were swept nway. “What I have 
seen and heard.” he said, "lias convinced me that 
this is what the Ontario Jockey Club has been 
seeking. The cheering was so generous and so 
heartv that the temper of the public was unmis- 
takable. They were cheering the men who had won 
their monev, a tiling impossible to conceive in con- 
nection with bookmaking, and an indication cf a 
state of affairs such as we have been aiming at.” 

MR. CHOKER WILL VIEW OUR RACING. 

New York. December 7. — Richard Croker, who re- 
turned to this country last Sunday, expects to see 
considerable racing here next yeur. In answer to 



the question as to liow long his present stay here 
would last, he said: ”1 hope to see tlie racing at 

Saratoga next Summer, as well as at some of tlie 
other tracks, but probably that at Saratoga will 
uppeal to me most, as a number of youngsters will 
lie under colors whose ‘daddies’ I have seen racing 
in England. I also understand that a banner meet- 
ing was held there this yeur and that next season 
promises to be even better. 

"From wlrnt I can gather the racing here next 



year should be excellent, and with new blood that 
has been brought over, there is little doubt that in 
n few years the American horse will be the equal 
of any anywhere. 

“At the present time I do not think they rank 
with the average high-class horse in England. Of 
course, the reason for that is well known, inas- 
much ns the liest can trace back through genera- 
tions of really scientific breeding, so that it is 
only natural that they should Ik* bettor. 

“While American thoroughbred blood is not con- 
sidered of much importance in England just now, 
the progress which has been made and must be im- 
proved upon in the near future must force itself 
upon the attention of those who now look askance 
at it.” 

Mr. Croker lias a decided admiration for Sunstar, 
which ranked third among the winning stallions in 
England for 1916. This one is the sire of North 
Star, recently purchased by A. K. Maconiber, tlie 
American sportsman. 

Orby, Mr. Croker’s Derby winner, was placed 
sixtli on the list of winning stallions for the year, 
while the former Tammany chieftain’s silks earned 
$12,039 on the Irish turf, thus placing liis name 
fourth on the list of winning owners. The two 
that gave Orby his place in the stallion list were 
Eleanor M. and Eos, a jiair of three-year-olds, and 
the two-year-old Diadem. All three of them have 
been sold by Mr. Croker. 

Although lie disjHised of a number of liis stock 
at auction last month, lie states that Glencairn still 
houses Orby and a dozen broodmares of which 
he has great expectations. Among some of his 
thoroughbred possessions are two fillies, both by 
Orby. One is a sister to Eleanor M. and the other 
out of Rlakestown, the dam of Flash of Steel, a 
frequent winner of big stakes in India. 



PROTEST AGAINST TWO-YEAR-OLD RULE. 



New Yolk. December 7. — Tlie Thoroughbred Horse 
Association lias joined with Joseph A. Murphy, rac- 
ing manager of the Business Men’s Racing Associa- 
tion of New Orleans, La., in a protest against the 
Jockey Club rule prohibiting the racing of two- 
year-olils before April 1. The penalty for such 
racing is that the youngsters are barred from racing 
for the rest of the year. In other words, tlie rule 
prohibits at race courses over which the Jockey- 
Club really has no jurisdiction. 

No race course in tlie jurisdiction of the Jockey 
Club conducts a meeting before April 1, yet under 
this rule the two-year-olds that were started at 
Havana, Tijuana, Juarez and New Orleans would all 
be barred from competing over the Maryland or 
New York tracks. 

At a meeting of tlie Thoroughbred Horse Associa- 
tion held at Lexington, Tuesday President Hal Brice 
Headley addressed a letter to the governing turf 
bodies of the United States and Canada protesting 
against the rule and asking for its amendment. 

Many horsemen agree with Captain Cassatt, who 
framed the rule, that two-year-olds are raced alto- 
gether to early in the year, hut they would move 
the dates back to May 15, while others would favor 
a prohibition until August 1. There is scant chance 
for any such radical rules, and the general clamor 
at this time from tlie southern tracks is natural, for 
every one of them lias provided for two-year-old 
racing in January. 

During the season tiiat just closed, for instance, 
such two-year-olds as Westy Hogan, Dental, M Mini- 
kin and Wistful would have been barred from rac- 
ing after April 1, to say nothing of several other 
good ones. 

HALLENBECK BUYS ENGLISH YEARLINGS. 



New York, December 7. — II. C. Hollenbeck com- 
pleted an important yearling purchase Tuesday, 
when he gave $24,009 for the eight imported 
yearlings brought over by Duncan Grant, of the 
Rugby Stud. These horses were lauded in New 
York from the Manchuria, of the Atlantic Trans- 
port Line, and since tiiat time they have been at 
Van Tassel & Kearney’s stable. Mr. Duncan was 
bolding them at a big price all season, and if fash- 
ionable breeding means anything, Mr. llallenbeck 
has a real bargain. The lot comprises:

THORNCLIFFE LEASED TO J. S. BERGER. 

New York, December 7. — According to reports 
here, J. S. Berger of Chicago lias just closed nego- 
tiations for the leasing of Thorncliffe, near Toronto, 
Canada. Mr. Berger lias been associated with some 
extensive enterprises, notably the Omaha Exposi- 
tion. It is liis intention, with tlie assistance of liis 
associates, who are closely concerned with one of 
the Maryland race courses, to erect a track at 
Thorncliffe, the equal of any in Canada. It is pro- 
posed to have It ready by the summer of 1917. The 
mutuel part of the concern will probably be equipped 
by Arthur Elrod. ** 



Tlie question as whether there are any really 
good stayers in the country just now is one which 
must necessarily Ik* left in abeyance. This state 
of affairs is neither the fault of our best horses 
nor their owners, for the simple reason that the 
cld-fasliioned long-distance races have completely 
disappeared on account of the reconstruction of 
tin* fixture lists. Last year there was a substi- 
tute Gold Cup — by this I mean the Ascot Gold 
Cup — in the slia|ie of an event named the New- 
market Gold Cup, at the Second Extra Meeting at 
headquarters, but Apothecary, who won the event 
in question by a length from Carancho, Snow Mar- 
ten, and five others, was, according to classic 
standards, an exceedingly moderate creature. How- 
ever, that may be. tlie Newmarket Gold Cup was 
decided over tlie two miles Summer Course instead 
of the half-mile longer journey at Ascot. 

This year there was no substitute arranged for 
the Ascot Cup, and thus tlie long-distance events 
of the season were the Cesarewiteh and Jockey 
Club Cup, both decided over the same course and 
distance — two miles and a quarter. Time was when 
our leading stayers were culled upon to travel far 
longer distances than this, and apart altogether 
from the Ascot Cup, there were the Alexandra 
Plate at Ascot and the Goodwill Cup to put to 
something like a proper test the stamina merits 
of tlie supposed best stayers in tin* country. It 
is a pity that, with the exception of the Newmarket 
Gold Cup just referred to, there lias been nothing 
in the shape of a really liigh-class long-distance 
race since the war broke out to help ns in the 
direction of deciding which, if any, of the leading 
performers is entitled to be regarded as a thor- 
ough stayer. 

It may he that in the unbeaten Ilurry On we 
have a colt which will, if the opportunity presents 
itself, prove himself to he one of the best horses 
of modern times. If, however, there are no cup 
races, or tlie equivalents to such, again next year, 
how are we to determine the precise status of Mr. 
James Buchanan’s fine colt? During tlie season 
just closed lie lias, for various reasons, been de- 
prived of all chances of measuring strides with 
8on-in-Law, Pommern or Nassovian, and unfortu- 
nately he will never he able to meet the first- 
niinied pair in the future. Nassovian, however, 
lives to fight another day, and perhaps, there- 
fore, we may see him opposing Hurry On in some 
important future event. Apparently, though, there 
is no hope of races over two and a half to three 
miles being arranged while the war lasts, and it 
will be a distinct hardship if Mr. Buchanan's un- 
beaten colt is deprived of all chance of “making 
good” liis claim as not merely the best of his age, 
but tlie finest stayer of his time. 

It may be contended that so far Ilurry On has 
not been faced with any very difficult task, hut 
it was surely no mean iierformance to defeat Cla- 
rissimus. Atheling, Flaming Fire, and Canyon, 
as he did literally in a canter for tlie St. Leger 
substitute, the September Stakes, especially liear- 
ing in mind the singularly easy manner in which 
Is ril Falmouth's colt disposeil of Silver Tug anil 
Volta in the Champion Stakes afterwards. When 
Mr. James Bnchanan's colt came home many lengths 
in front of Troubadour and King Roliert for the 
Jockey Club Cup he may not have had a great 
deal to do. hut Troubadour, at least, is a. fine 
stayer, so that there is prima-facie evidence of 
Hurry On’s ability to last out the Cesarewiteh 
Course. One hopes, all the same, that tlie stewards 
of the Jockey Club will arrange for next season one 
or two Cup races on the Ascot and Goodwood lines, 
so that we may learn the truth regarding the 
present-day standard of merit so far as stamina is 
concerned.

FRENCH RACING TRIALS SATISFACTORY. 



Great praise is due to the French railway com- 
panies, says a Paris racing writer, which have 
conveyed mein 1 than a thousanel horses from Clian- 
tiHy, Maisons-Laffitte, and other training centers 
in Caen in the west, Moulins in the e»ast and Mont- 
de-Marson in the soutli, for all the important thor- 
oughbred trials which have taken place during the 
past two months. All the horses have returned 
to their quarters safe and well, and no one has com- 
plained about the railway traffic being disorganized. 
Moreover, no one has been heard to declare that 
these horse races have been in any way detrimental 
to the progress of the war; on the other hand, 
there is general satisfaction, not only among owners 
and trainers, but also among the heads of military 
and agricultural departments. The results indicate 
the comparative merits of the three-yenr-olds, and 
even should no further racing take place the best 
can be selected for stud purposes. A number of 
government officials followed the racing throughout 
with diligence, and Monsieur Quinclicz, the In- 
spector-General of the French National Stud, was 
nearly always present. 



G. W. LOFT’S STABLE FOR NEXT YEAR. 



Friends of Congressman Loft, one of the new- 
comers in tlie thoroughbred racing game iu the 
east, are watching the progress of the young ani- 
mals in his stable with considerable interest, mixed 
with best wishes. The stable is wintering at Bel- 
mont Park. 

Of the seven yearlings, wliicb trainer Max Ilirseli 
lias in his charge, six belong to Congressman Loft 
and one to Mrs. Loft. There is not an inferior-look- 
ing youngster in this lot, but three of them stand 
out as especially promising. Undoubtedly the 
“show colt” of this fine trio is the big black son 
of Burgomaster, out of Antipathy, by Ornament, 
which Mr. Loft tonight at the Morris sale for 
$5,100 just a day or two before the opening of the 
race meeting at Empire City track. He is nearly 
a solid black, bis only markings being a star and 
white near hind foot. At the time of sale this 
colt was greatly commended for his high finish, 
neatness and raciness of outline; but since then 
lie lias grown into a very impressive, big colt, 
of to'ttcr than average height, and what might be 
termed “immense” range and substance. It often 
happens that a fast-growing colt seems to grow out 
of iiis good looks, but this has not been the case 
with this fine son of Burgomaster — Antipathy, 
which lias retained all tlie grace of outline and 
rare finish for which he was conspicuous at tlie 
time of the sale, lie now looks like a grand big 
raci» iiorse in wliicli quality and quantity have been 
most happily combined. Except in color, lie looks 
like his world-famous grandsire, Hamburg. He is 
a big colt, of exquisite balance and finish. 

Another of this trio is the dark bay colt by 
Sweep, out of that famous and eminently successful 
broodmare, Eliangowan (dam of Cock o’ the Walk 
and other good ones) by Do Beauvoir. Acting in 
Mr. Loft’s behalf. Max Ilirseli tonight this colt at 
private sale for $5. INK), and he seems to have boon 
a good bargain at that. This is a moderate -sized, 
beautifully balanced and extremely high finished 
colt and in every respect the counterpart of his 
splendid sire. Probably just a shade over fifteen 
hands high, he is essentially a big colt for iiis 
height. He lias a long and beautifully bloodlike 
i.eek. rangy and oblique shoulders, fine depth 
through tlie heart, an unusually long and cylindri- 
cal barrel, with the weight carried right hack to a 
well-skirted flank, a short broad back, a wide and 
thickly niuscb'd loin and long massive quarters 
gracefully outlined and having todh height and 
bicudth carried right baek to the buttocks. Tliis 
is a grand looking colt on short legs, a typical 
Sweep. He is marked with a star only. 

The third in the trio is a slashing Dig chestnut 
colt by Peter Quince out of Photo- G. (half-sister 
to Luke), by Mazagan. This cult is fully 15% 
hands high, though rather low at tlie withers, lie 
has great length and ample substance, and while it 
is possible that he may not to' quite as heavy as 
the big son of Burgomaster, at first glance lie looks 
even larger. He looks like a real race horse even 
now and. ns he has a good way of going, it is 
reasonable to hope for really good things of him. 
This colt cost Mr. Loft $3,703 at tlie sale of the 
Keenland yearlings. 

A good -looking chestnut colt by Mcclick out of 
Naughty Lady (dam of lie Will), another nice 
looking chestnut colt by Golden Maxim out of Ul- 
timate, a big bay colt by Ballot out of Busy Lady, 
by Meddler, and an imported brown filly (the prop- 
erty of Mrs. Loft) by Yankee out of The Hoyden, 
complete tlie list of yearlings now in tlie big train- 
ing stable at Belmont Park, over which Max Hirsch 
presides. Tims far none of them lias been given a 
real trial, and it fa) doubtful if any will lie tried 
before spring, as it is feared that as they are now 
baekward in the matter of preparation, the ground 
will to' frozen before they can be made ready for 
anything like a satisfactory test. 

The more mature division of the Loft string are 
all that could b ■ asked, so far as appearances go 
at the present time, according to recent visitors 
to Belmont Park. 

.Tuliah'on. a prominent competitor in the last 
Hopeful Stakes, the handsome brown (laughter of 
Helmet and Frances, lias grown and thickened into 
a splendid -looking filly since she quit the races 
at Saratoga. She appears to lie rather over 15% 
hands high and looks to weigh something over 
1 ,(NH) pounds. She always was a handsome and 
racy-Iooking filly, but now she looks as if she had 
been built on bigger and broader lines than before. 
While she never lias been asked to do more than 
race at tlie distances for two-year-olds, and no 
one knows whether she will "go on” or not, she 
lias tlie appearance of a weight carrier and a 
stayer. 

She appears to be absolutely sound except for a 
pair of ossclcts, which, having been punch-fired, are 
giving her no further trouble. One of these she 
threw out in her raeo for the Juvenile, and the 
other in tlie really good race which sin- ran under a 
bad ride for the Hopeful. Getting away right at 
the back of the ruck, she was rushed to the front in 
the worst of the going, and sent at a killing pace 
without any attempt to pick out good going and. as 
might have been c\peet"d. was pumped out by the 
time she entered the last furlong. * She lias shown 
no sign of lameness thto autumn, but Dr. McCully 
appears to believe that it might be well to make 
assurance doubly sure by giving one fetlock joint an 
additional treatment with the firing iron, and it is 
probable that this will be done. 



GENERAL NEWS NOTES OF THE DAY. 



David Lloyd -George lias consented to liecomc tlie 
Premier of England. The Court Circular made this 
announcement regarding the conference with flu- 
king and his ministers: “Tlie king gave a further 

audience (Iiis evening to Mr. Bonar Law. who in- 
timated that he was unable to form an adminstra- 
tion. Thereuiioii the king summoned Mr. Lloyil- 
George, who, at iiis majesty’s request, undertook 
to endeavor to form an admiastration.” It is said 
that the new ministry will lie formed from a 
coalition, Britain’s chief statesmen having fought 
each other to such a standstill that compromise is 
the only solution. There will to' radical changes 
in tlie government, but tlie general policy with 
regard to tlie war will undergo little transforma- 
tion. Lloyd -George will assume the premiership 
only with the understanding that if lie fails to 
command a working majority lie will dissolve the 
government immediately and call a general elec- 
tion. 

With the announcement that Bucharest has to-cn 
captured, comes the later news that Ploechti, the 
important railway junction town, thirty-six miles 
northwest of Bucharest, also lias been taken. The 
fall of Ploechti, perhaps, is of even greater im- 
lMirtanee than that of Bucharest. Ploechti is a 
railway junction and the center of the great oil 
district of the Prahova Valley. Unless the Rou- 
manians have been able to destroy or disable the oil 
wells, machinery and stores of oil, the Germans 
will get a m uch -needed prize. 

The federal investigation of the high cost of 
living has to'gun to take definite form, with the 
indications that it. would be one of the most com- 
prehensive ever undertaken and would extend to 
every section of tlie United States. Not only is 
a sweeping inquiry into tlie cause of tlie soaring 
cost of foodstuffs contemplated, but tlie recent 
pinch in tlie coal supply and its resultant price 
advances, also will to- made, in all probability, the 
subject of broad investigation. 

Tlie United States Court of Appeals late Wednes- 
day handed down a decision, upholding the right 
of picketing. Tlie ruling reverses the lower court 
in the injunction obtained against tlie Tri-City 
Central Trades Council of East St. Louis by the 
American Foundries company. Tlie lower court 
forbade tlie union to picket the foundry or to an- 
noy employes thereof. 

Word from Berne, Switzerland, says that A. 
Iloffman, chief of the political department, an- 
l'ouuccd at a session of the national council yes- 
terday that tlie number of prisoners of war in- 
ti rned in Switzerland would soon reach 30,000, an 
important figure iu view of the difficulties of tlie 
food supply. 

The enormous stream of gold which has been 
pouring into New York since the first of the 
year was increased yesterday by $11,000,000. The 
shipment came from Ottawa and was taken to the 
United States assay office, where it was credited 
to J. P. Morgan & Co. 

Tlie German submarine situation again lias loomed 
up dangerously. Germany’s note excusing the 
sinking of the I*. & O. liner Arabia on the ground 
that the “submarine commander considered her a 
transport” is not satisfactory to President Wilson. 

One hundred thousand Roumanians have been 
captured by the Teutonic Allies, since ltoumania 
entered the war on August 27, according to an 
Exchange Telegraph dispatch from Copenhagen. 

Dispatches from Paris indicate that a crisis in 
the political situation of France is expected and 
that tlie problem that Lloyd-George laid before 
England by his resignation, will also find itself 
laid before the French nation.
